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Applicant's election with traverse of Group V in Paper No. 8 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the ground(s) that restriction is improper. This is not found persuasive because of 
reasons cited in paper no. 7 also compounds of II are useful as precursors for pesticides, etc. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 1 1-22, 28-37 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

I. Specification lacks sufficient description to enable one to obtain polymers 
(block) under process conditions and with the various components represented by 
(i), (ii) and (iii). For example, process for forming block polymers using (ii) with 
various heterocyclic components such as dithioazines, triazines, benzodiazines, 
unsaturated carboncyclics such a nomorornenes, etc. alkenyls such as dodecenyls, 
etc. these compounds (ii) are not shown to be operable in obtaining block 
polymers as disclosed. Also where Z is O block resins would not be obtained. 

II. Clarify using of terms with adjacent descriptions see aryloxy (OR), using of R" is 
carboxy (claim 12). 

III. It is not clear how the substituents R" for U would generate a class of monomers 
for polymerization, for example, assuming that OR" is Oaryl and R" is 
heterocyclic (of unknown makeup); etc. an improper structural compound would 
apparently be represented.
